Relative to all these requests, I am interested 
in both statistical and descriptive data, which delineates markets, 
channels of commerce, and the extent and type of organization present 
in the traffic. 


I would also like to know if you can provide me with the 
names of persons within the CIA whom I can contact directly during 
the year as my research progre sses and questions arise. (I under- . 
stand that a has some responsibility for narcotics 

intelligence within the CIA). I expect to be on the East Coast during 
the Christmas holidays and would welcome the opportunity to research 
and data needs with your representatives at that time. 


Should your office be interested, I am willing to share the 
findings of my study upon its completion. Thank you for your time and 
kind attention to my requests.
